Street  Lighting,   Lane  Lighting,   Pavements  and  Curbs, 
Stanley  Park  Neighbourhood  Improvements  on  the 
Initiative  Schedule  #426 

Lane  Lighting  by  Petition  Schedule  #427 

The  Court  received  from  the  Assessment  Commissioner,  Schedule 
#426  listing  a  number  of  Local  Improvement  projects  at  various 
locations  on  the  initiative.     The  Court  also  received  from  the 
Assessment  Commissioner,   Schedule  #427  listing  a  Local  Improvement 
project  by  petition,  which  had  been  requested  by  the  majority  of 
the  assessed  owners  by  means  of  sufficiently  signed  petition. 

In  respect  of  Schedule  #426,   the  Assessment  Commissioner  re- 
quested the  Court  to  approve  an  annual  adjustment  of  the  special 
assessment  to  reflect  a  residential  zone.     The  properties  concerned 
in  the  West  End  are  detailed  below,  as  well  as  the  effect  of  the 
proposed  adjustment:

This  parcel  is  an  inside  site  with  a  frontage  of  33  feet  on  the  project.  (4,323  sq.  ft.)

Adjusted  Cost  -  $2.42  per  foot  (33'  x  $2.42)  -  $  79.86  Estimated  Annual  Payment

This  parcel  is  an  inside  site  with  a  frontage  of  65.50  feet  on  the  project.  (4,323  sq.  ft.)

Adjusted  Cost  -  $2.42  per  foot  (65.50*  x  $2.42)         -  $158.51  Estimated  Annual  Payment"

REDUCTION  IN  SCOPE 


Schedule  4-26,  Item  22  -  Street  Lighting  on  Kent  Avenue  South  from 
Main  Street  to  Chester  Street 


Special  Council,  July  11,  1974 


The  portion  of  Kent  Avenue  South  between  Fraser  Street  and  Chester 
Street  has  been  leased  from  the  City  by  Weldwood  of  Canada  Limited  and  access 
by  the  public  is  limited.    Lighting  of  this  section  of  Kent  Avenue  South  is 
not  required  and  the  project  should  be  reduced  in  scope. 

The  revised  estimated  costs  are:

As  advanced  $14, 236 

Revised  $12,530 

SPECIAL  ITEMS 

(1)  Schedule  426,  Item  47  -  55th  Avenue  from  390  feet  west  of  Oak  Street 
to  the  W.P.L.  of  Lot  9,  Sub.  5,  Block  17A,  D.L.  526. 

This  project  should  be  deleted  because  the  developer  of  this  section 
of  the  street  has  paid  the  full  cost  of  a  street  lighting  project. 

(2)  A  project  for  pavement  and  curbs  'by  Petition'  on  Adanac  Street  from 
Nootka  Street  to  Lillooet  Street  was  advanced  to  the  November  29, 
1973,  Court  of  Revision  (Schedule  423,  Item  3).    The  project  was  not 
undertaken  pending  the  initiation  by  the  City  of  a  paving  project  on 
Adanac  Street  from  Renfrew  Street  to  Rupert  Street  (except  between 
Nootka  Street  and  Lillooet  Street) . 

Since  the  required  project  has  been  initiated  in  the  current  Court 
of  Revision  (Schedule  426,  Item  63),  the  project  on  Adanac  Street  from 
Nootka  Street  to  Lillooet  Street  can  now  be  undertaken. 

CAPITAL  FUNDS 

The  City's  Share  of  the  recommended  projects  is  available  in  approved 
capital  budgets. 

RECOMMENDATION 

I  RECOMMEND,  subject  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  of  Revision  and 
subsequent  approval  by  Council,  that: 

(l)  The  'Initiative  Projects'  in  Schedule  426,  except  the  defeated 
items  5,8,10,16,17,18,24,25,29,38,39,42  and  45,  and  except  item 
47  (deleted)  be  undertaken. 

The  'Petition  project  in  Schedule  427  be  undertaken. 

The  'Petition'  project  from  the  November  29,  1973,  Court  of 
Revision,  Schedule  423,  Item  3,  be  undertaken. 

The  'Initiative'  project  on  Schedule  426,  Item  22,  for  Street 
Lighting  on  Kent  Avenue  South  from  Main  Street  to  Chester 
Street  be  reduced  in  scope  by  deleting  the  portion  of  the  project 
from  Fraser  Street  to  Chester  Street  so  that  the  new  limited 
and  determinable  area  is: 

Kent  Avenue  South  from  Main  Street  to  Fraser  Street;  and 
that  the  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  project  to  bo  borne  by 
the  real  property  benefited  thereby  shall  be  borne  propor- 
tionately in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  basis  ns  original ly 
provided  for  the  project." 

Your  Board  RECOMMENDS  the  foregoing  recommendation  of  the  City  Engineer 
be  adopted.
